REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


In compliance with the requirements of the law the fol- 
lowing report is respectfully submitted : 

The general condition of the schools and the advance 
made by them during the past school year, has been in the 
main quite satisfactory. 

It gives us much pleasure to report an increase in the 
average attendance, which may be regarded as_ gratify- 
ing evidence of awakened interest on the part of the 
parents, and is the more marked when we take into ac- 
count the stormy weather which prevailed to such an ex- 
tent during the last part of the year. This increase was 
noticeable in several schools, the one at Patten’s Hill be- 
ing especially deserving of mention. In this school five 
of the pupils were present every half day of an entire 
term, and five others every half day of the entire school 
year. This in a school] which numbers but nineteen pu- 
pils, was highly creditable to both parents and teacher. 
There is still room for further improvement in this direc- 
tion, as irregularity of attendance continues to be one of 
the gravest difficulties standing in the way of securing 
the best results from the care and labor expended on our 
schools. We urge upon parents, who have it in their 
hands to remedy this evil, the importance of using every 
effort towards its correction. 

The co-operation of the parents and teachers, with the 
efforts of the School Board is essential to the complete — 
success of the school, hence it is to be hoped that the pa- 
rents will consider it a duty as well as a privilege, to be 
present in the school room from time to time, thus giv- 
ing encouragement to the teacher, while at the same time 
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it cannot fail of having a beneficial effect upon the pupils. 

The serious hindrance to the success of our schools 
from a diversity of text books, has been partially rem- 
edied by a substitution of Fish’s Arithmetic No. 2, for 
the one formerly in use. There seems to be still further 
opportunity for improvement in this matter, as there is 
a feeling of dissatisfaction with the readers which we 
have had in use for a long time. Should the School 
Board deem it wise to substitute some other reader for 
the one now in use, they feel assured the parents will 
cheerfully co-operate with them in whatever change may 
seem best. 

It will be noticed that the average wages paid teachers 
the past year has been higher than for the two previous 
years, which has resulted in decreasing the length of the 
schools one week each. We feel, however, that the in- 
creased efficiency of the teaching force has justified the 
course taken. 

Should it seem necessary to have a school at the 
South road and one on Tower Hill, where the school 
population seems to demand it, an increased appropria- 
tion will be necessary, or the length of the schools will 
have to be still further curtailed. 

Owing to an irregularity in the manner of raising 
money for schoolhouse repairs last spring, the board 
failed to receive the appropriation voted them. This 
has resulted in leaving some of the schoolhouses in a 
rather shabby condition. The Chester road schoolhouse 
will require immediate and extensive repairs before it 
can be used again, and the one at South road stands in 
urgent need of being painted. 

During the year the Tower Hill schoolhouse has been 
shingled. and a shed completed at the Island; the money 
received from the sale of school property going, in part, 
to defray this expense. 

The following statistics, which form a part of the re- 
port to the Superintendent of Public Instruction, are 
inserted as having some interest to the citizens of this 
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town: Whole number of pupils enrolled during the year, 
209. Average attendance, 158. Amount paid teachers’ 
salaries, $1,240.80. Average wages paid female teachers 
per month, $24.39; male teachers, $27.40. Number of 
official visits made by school board, 43.
